I. T*HE Bill of the Parliament of Eng. 
land of the 1 1th April, 1S19, is neither a 
law nor a judgment. A law determines 
only on general objects. The chttmc- 
ieristics of a judgment are, the compe- 
tency of the Tribunal; information, 
hearing of witnesses, confrontation, 
and argument. This Bfll is an act of 

proseriptfon, similar to those <^ Sylla

and of Marios ; as necesmrj/^ Bsjust^ but 
more barbarous / Sylla and Marius, as 
Consuls or Dictators of the Republic, 
tiad ail unquestionable jurisdiction over 
the Romans. Neither the King of Eng- 
land, nor his people, had or have any 
over Napoleon: the^ are fifteen milliotis 
of 'mep, oppressing one man in time of 
*peace, because he directed and com- 
'xnanded armies against them in time of 
war. But Sylla and Marius signed those 
acts of proscription with the stifl ensan- 
guined point of the sword, amidst the 
tumults and the violence of camps. The 
Bill of the liih of April was signed in a 
tioie of peace, with the sceptre of a great 
.people, in the sanctuary of the law. 
How will the Members of the Englis* 
Parliament dare, hencefor,ward, to blaine 
. those who proscribed Charles I. and 
Louis Xyi? Those Princes perished at 
kast by a death which was p^ompt, and 
without agony !

Tliis Billdeclares, Ist, That Napoleon 
shall be treated as if he were a prisoner 
of war ; — ^2dly,That the English Goyern- 
ment shall have the. right of making all 
the restrictions which it shall judge ne- 
iJessary. By the former stipulation, that 
Prince has been placed under the pro- 
tection of the law of nations, which being 
founded on the principle of reciprocity, 
is not a guarantee in time of peace; the 
latter stipulation destroys even the sem*' 

• blance of the guarantee which might 
appear to have been intended by the' 
former. The English Bill, after violating 
every thing, in order to seize the per- 
son of this Prince, at that time the illus- 

^^trious guest of England, immediately 
and precipitately delivers him up to all 
the fury of his personal enemies, who are 
animated by the basest passions. A 
legislative senate, which abandons an in- 
dividual to arbitrary power, were he 
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even the lowest of the human species, is 
wiantihg to itself, and misunderstands its 
sacred charactei*. 

' It was asked, what^need had Ministers 
to be invested with the right of making 
restrictions, since the law of nations was 
to be their rule? One of them answered, 
that it was in order that they might feel 
authorized in ordaining a more liberal 
treatment than was customary towards 
prisoners of war^ Observers were not 
thus misled; they foresaw the secret 
views of the cabinet; they were grieved 
for the 'honour of their nation ; results 
have juistified, and daily continue to 
justify, their conjectures. This great 
inan is 43tying upon a rock ; he is dying 
a death sufficiently slow to be iappa- 
rently natural:-— an excess of cruelty 
hitherto unknown among nations. This 
BiH is more barbarous than if, like those 
of Sylla, it had caused to be severed,

The ri^t of .ptiaking. restrictions has 
beeii cp^feri^d hy^lhe, BiU, on tlie Go- 
tei;ninept9 pn4 the la-ttercgmnot delegate 
it. The restrictioas plight to be invest- 
ed with the forms of an act of Govern- 
inent, passed m counci)9ai;)d: signed by 
the Prince. A single in|nister, therefore^ 
eannot exercjse it; yet thus it is, that 
the four r^trictions have been adopted 
|tnd publishjg4; T(hiqh . were jpxiijted at 
the time/ They have b^n co^nmunicated 
at St. IJelena only {lartially and verbal* 
ly; some ptides in writings extracted 
from .the corr^pondence of the Minis-* 
ter,and asa. simple a^t of his adminis* 
tration,

[ M It was well known that the Emperor 

ought no t,could not, and never would avail 
^mself of the condition containied iii the 
third restriction. Therefore, it was calcu- 

• lated that he would not go out of an un- 

wholesome dwelling. What relation 
could this restriction have to the securi- 
ty of the detention, on a precipitous 
rock, six hundred leagues from any con- 
tinent, around whilbh several brigs are 
{ cruising, where there is only a single 

anchorage, and the circumference of 
which may moreover be guarded by ten 

, * . or twelve posts of infantry. * 

It wis equally well known, tljat in 

^ order not to submit to the humiliation'' 

^ ' prescribed in the fourth restriction, he 

would not receive or wriie any letter. 
1?he corrcfspondeiice between this remote 
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island and Europe, maj take p^e at 
most twice a year; eight or nine months 
must elapse before an answer arrites ; 
how can a correspondence of this kind 
have anj iniSuence on the security of 
the detention, or on the traUquiOity of 
Europe ? But it takes away all morcJ 
consolation, ft is to. the soul, what tliisr 
frightful climate is to the body. The 
end in tiew is approached by two 
ways at once!! 

The officer comaiandingat St Helena^ 
could be charged only with theguard, and 
with the execution of the restrictions: but 
this is not the case; he alone makeid^ 
unmakes, and remakes all the regulations 
and Uie restrictions, according to his own 
&ncy, precipitately, smd in forms illegal, 
.and obscure. No limits have been prescnn 
bed to the discretion, no resource againi^l 
the passion, the caprice, and thei<4fy of 
a single man. There is no council^ Ao ma^^ 
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gistrate, no lawyer, no public opinion on 
tkts rock. 

Does the minister then believe it to be 
isnpossible, that an officer appointed to 
guard St. Helena, will ' be guilty of 
abuse? But when he chooses him ad 
hoc from among inen of ia character, 
which was ascertained from preceding 
missions, is it not probable that he will 
commit abuse ? And when he tells him, 
** if the detained person escape^ your honour 
and y6ur fortune are hst;^^ is not this as 
much as telling him to commit abuse? 
fe if not ifateresting him in it^ by air that is 
dearest to inan? A jailor in Europe 
eanhot impose restrictions, evien upon 
crmiitials, according to the measure of 
his alarm, his caprice, or his passion ; 
he refers these points to magistrates of 
the adrninistrative, or judiciary ordier, 
Who dietermine upon them, and protect 
'\m responsibility; if such were not the 



case, ib^te would be no dm^eons daft

At 
length, ih ^e month of October^ he 
fo&nd* bimself eohstraiiled' to cowaiunl^ 
catethem; but^ persisting in his indi- 
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rect course, he did not acquaint the Eng- 
lish officers with them, ashamed to avow 
such sentiments ill presence of his coui^ 
trymen^ and doubtless fearing thc^t they 
themselves/ at the sight -^crf restrictioita 
so senseless, mi^t seek to discover wha^ 
could be their secret aim. The sam^ 
mystery is observed in the placing of sea* 
tinels, and the perpetual changing of 
orders: frequently the officers do not 
receive them direct, and learn them only 
from the sergeants ; and . the orderly 
officer at Longwood being not always 
apprized of them, cannot caution the 
French, who are thus exposed to be in- 
sulted by the sentinels. One of these 
strange orders was to stop every suspir 
CMMis person ; now whom will an ElQglis^ 
soldier sooner suspect than a French*- 
man ?. wherefore, on several ocoasien|i 
although within the prc^ctncts, JSarof 
Gpuripud was stepped wUile itakimg My 
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Walk. Attempts were made to raise 
the English spirit among the body of offi- 
cers of the garrison, and to rouse all that 
might remain ofhatred against their former 
enemy : contemptuous expressions with 
regard to the English soldiers were im- 
puted to him. He thought it his duty to^ 
send for the orderly officer stationed at 
Longwood, Mr. Poppleton, as first Cap- 
tain of the 53d : he charged him to tell 
his comrades that what had been said to 
them was a ' calumny ; that he loved 
brave soldiers, and that he was pleased 
with the conduct of the officers and sol 
diers of that regiment. This officer's 
answer was what, under such circum- 
stances, a man of honour would make.

ai^idaiioim appeared to him unneces- 
saeTy. He thmiglitthe English would be 
more boond by his frank, noble, and con-j 
fii^€3)t procedure, than they would have 
been by the moBti solemn treaties. He^ 
wa& mistaken. But this error will al- 
ways make true Britmis blush ; and both 
ia the present, and in future generations, 
it will be a proof of the faithlessness of , 
ths English Administration. An Aus- 
trian and a Russian Commissioner have 
arrived at St. Heflena. If the object of , 
thietr mission be the ftilfilment of the du<* 7 
ties^ which the Emperors of Austria and 
Russia contracted by the treaty of the 
2d of AugusV, cmd to see that the Eng^ 
lish agents, in a small colony, in the 
midst of the ocean^ do not fail in the at» 
tentions due to a prince, bound to them 
by the ties of kindred, and by so many 
other relations, there may be recognised 
in this procedure, sQme characteristicjs 
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©f those sovereigns. But you, Sir, have 
affirmed that those Commissioners had 
neither the right nor the power to form 
any opinion as to whatever takes place 
on this rock. 

The English ministry have caused the 
Emperor Napoleon to he transported to 
St. Helena, 20CK) leagues from Europe. 
This rock is situated in the tropic, 9O0 
leagues from any continent; it is subject 
to the consuming heats of this latitude ; 
it is covered with clouds and fogs dur^ 
ing three quarters of the year; it is at 
once the driest and the most humid 
country in the world ; such a climate is 
most adverse to the Emperor's health. 
It was hatred that dictated the choice of 
abode, as well as the instructions given 
by the English ministj-y to the officers 
commanding at this place. They have 
been ordered to call the Emperor Napo^ 
leon, " General," wishing to oblige him 
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to acknowledge tihathe has never reigtt* 
ed in France ; and this has determined 
him not to assume a name of incognito' 
at-.lie had resolved to do on quitting 
France. As First Magistrate, for life^ 
of the Republic, he concluded the pre- 
liminaries of London and the treaty of 
Amiens with the King of Great Britain ; 
he received^ as ambassadors, Lord Com- 
wallis, Mr, Merry, Lord Whitworth, who 
sojourned in this quality, at his court. He 
accredited to the King of England Count 
Otto and General Andreossy, who resid- 
ed as ambassadors at the court of Wind- 
sor. When, after an interchange of let- 
ters between the two administrations of 
foreign afiairs. Lord Lauderdale came to 
Paris, invested with full powers from the 
King of England, he treated with pleni- 
potentiaries invested with full powers 
from the Emperor Napoleon, and so- 
^umed several months at the court of

flie Tboilleriee. ' When, subM^iMM^ 
atCbatiOoD, Lord CastleMagh gigMd 
Ae ohimatom wfaieb die alMei powws 
presented to tbe ]^nipGteBt]ane8 of the 
Emperor Napoleon, he thereby* reec^* 
nised the fourth dpk^ty. That uhima* 
turn was more adrantag^us than the 
treaty of Paris; but it was demanded 
tiiat France cAould rebounee Be^km 
and the left bank (ot the I&kie, wfaidi 
was contrary to the propositions of 
Frankfort, and to the proclamation^ #f 
tile allied powers, which was contmi^ 
also to the oath by which at his comar 
tion the Emperor had sworn to the into* 
grity of the empire. The Emperor thren 
thought that the natural limits were ne- 
cessary to the guarantee of France^ and 
to the equilibrium of Europe. He 
thought that the French nation m their 
then existing circumstances ought rather 
to incur all the chances of war, than te 
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dtpartfirom them. Fraeee weuld Iiav« 
obtained that integrity, and with it pr^- 
jserved her honour, if treason had not 
come to the aid of the allies. 

The treaty of the 2d August, the Bri- 
tish btU in parliament, caU th^ Emperor 
Nap<deon Bonaparte, and do not girehim 
the title of Gei^ral. The title of Gene* 
jral Bonaparte is doubtless eminently 
.glorious 9 ike Emperor bore it at Lodi, 
jat Castiglione, at Riyoli, at Areola, at 
cLeohen, at the Pyramids, at Aboukhr ; 
biit for seventeen years he has borne 
that of First. Consul and of Emperor. 
h would be to allow that he has not been 
.either first magistrate of the RepuMi<;, 
or soTereign of the fourth dynasty. 
7hoBe who think that ^nations are mere 
flodks, which belong by divine right to 
leertain families, are not in the spirit of 
the age, nor evem in that of the Ei^ish 
lej^teture, wlndi several times ehmged 
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the ordef of its dynasty, because gtmt 
changes that had taken place in opinions^ 
in which the reigning princes did not 
participate, had rendered them inimical 
to the welfare, and to a great majority 
of that nation. For kings are only he- 
reditary magistrates, who exist but for 
the welfare of nations, and not nations 
for the satisfaction of kings. It was the 
.same spirit of hatred which ordained, 
that the Emperor Napoleon should not 
write or receive any letter, unless it was 
opened and read by the English Minis- 
ters a^d the oncers of St. Helena. He 
has thus been denied the possibili^pf 
I'eceiving news from his mother, his wife, 
his son, his brothers ; and when desirous 
of avoiding the inconvenience of seeing 
his letters read by subaltern officers, he 
wished to send letters sealed to the 
Prince Regent, the answer was, that 
they could only undertake to let ogeo 
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letters pate ; A^ such were tbe instruc- 
tions of the Ministry. This measure 
need£^ not be reflected on; it will give 
strange ideas of the spirit of the admin- 
istration Winch dictated it ; it would even 
he diiBcbiined at Algiers. Letters have 
arrived for general officers of the Empe- 
ror's suite ; thej were unsealed, and 
were remitted to you ; you did not com- 
fbunicaie them, because ihej had not 
passed through the channel of the Eng- 
lish Ministry. It was necessary to make 
them travel over again 4000 leagues; and 
those officers had the pain of knowing 
that there existed en this rock, news 
from a wife, a mother, children; which 
they were not to know for six months^ 
The heart rises at this ! ! We were not 
allowed to subscribe for the Morning 
Chronicle, the Momir^ Post, and some 
French journals. Some odd numbers of 
the Times were now and then sent to 
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LoQgwoodL Vpcn the demand i 
iNWfd die Nordmmberlaiid, some books 
were Beat, bat all those relative to trans- 
actioiiaof late jears were careibllj with- 
held* It was afterwards wished to cor- 
respond with a London bookseller, in or- 
der to have direct means of obtaining 
some books that were wanted, and those 
^diich related to the events of the daj : 
this was prevented* An English authof 
having performed a voyage in France, 
and having printed it in London, took 
die trouble to ^end it yon, that it might 
be offered to the Emperor ; but you £d 
not think yourself empowered to trans- 
mit it to him, because it had not come 
to you by the channel of your Govern- 
ment. It is also said that other bcM>ks 
sent by their authors could not be trans- 
mitted, because on the title-page of some 
were the words " To the Emperor Na- 
polfon^'^ and on others ^« To Napoleon

the Great.'' The EInglish Ministry aM 
not authorized to order any of these 
rexations; the law of the British par- 
liament, diough iniquitoiji^, considers the 
Emperor Napoleon as a prisoner of war; 
and prisoners of war have never been 
forbidden to subscribe for journals, or 
to receive books which are printed. 
Such a prohibition is made only in the 
dungeons of the Inquisition. 

The isle of St Helena is ten leagued 
in circumference; it is inaccessible on 
all sides ; the coast is surrounded by 
some brigs, and there are posts placed 
on its verge within sight of each other) 
which render all communication with 
the sea impracticable. There is only 
one small village, James Town, where 
vessels arrive and depart. To prevent 
an individual from quitting the island, it 
issufficient to guard the coast by sea 
and land. In interdicting the interior (^ 



tttf^ivkndyt&eifefbre, there can oalfy bis 
one object, tbat of exdading of an. easy 
ride of eight or ten mites, which excla* 
•ion, in tbe opinion of professiittud mrab 
ier shortening the life of the Emperor* 

The Emperor has been established at 
Longwood, a site exposed to all wilndSf 
a sterile tract, uninhabited, destitute of 
water, unsusceptible of any culture. 
There is a precinct of about 1200 toises 
imcultivated; at the distance of 300 or 
400 toises, upoii a peak, they have estab* 
Kshed a camp ; another has just been 
j^ced' about the same distance, in the 
opposite direction; so that amidst the 
tropic heats, on whatever side we tum^ 
we behold nothing but camps. Admi* 
ral Malcolm having conceived how use* 
fid a tent would be to the Emperor in 
such a situation, has caused one to be 
pitched by his sailors, twenty paces in 
front of the house ; tUs is the oxdy place 
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where any shade can he found*. How*- 
ever the Emperor has no reason hut to 
he satisfied with the spirit whioh ani- 
mates the officers and soldiers of the 
hrave 53d, as he also was with jftte crew 
of the Northumberland. Longwood 
House was built to serve as a bam for 
the Company's farm; subsequently the 
Lieutenant Governor of the island had 
some rooms fitted up there ; it served 
him as a country-house, but it had none 
of the conveniences of a dwelling. For 
a year past, men have been constantly at 
-work there, and the Emperor has been 
continually exposed to the inconvenience 
and insalubrity of inhabiting a house in 
a state of building. The room in which 
he sleeps is too small to contain a bed of 
ordinary dimensions: but every addition 
to Longwood House would prolong the 
annoyance of the workmen's attendance. 
Yet in this miserable island the^ ^re 
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I^Otifid spotty presentii^ fine toeet, 
|pardeii0» and pretty good houses^ Plantib* 
fion House amcmg others; but the posi- 
tiire iBslruGtions of the Ministry pr<^bi^ 
you from giviqg that house, which might 
hare spared much expense from ydur 
treasure, expense employed in building 
at Longwood some cottages corered 
with pitched paper, which areabeady out 
of repair. You hav0^ forbidden all cor- 
respondence between us and the inhabi- 
tants of the isle ; you have in &clt placed 
the house of Longwood in a state of ex* 
elusion ; you hare eren fettered the com*- 
municaliohs of the officers of the garri- 
son. It seems to have been a study to 
depnvie us of the few resources which 
tills miserable ccrantry affords, and we 
are here as we should be on the unculti- 
vated and unmhabited rock of Ascen- 
lion. During the four months that youy 
Sir, iiave been at St Helena^ you have 
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deteriomt^ tf e tituniioii of the Empe- 
ror. Count Bertrand observed toyouy 
diatyou weite violaiiiig even the law e( 
your legiskrtwe ; tiiatyou Were trasipliiflg 
under foot the rights ef general ' officisrs, 
prisonerB of war : you answered, that 
you recognised only the letter of your 
instructions, that they were worse er^m 
than your conduct appeared to Us. 
I have the honour to be.

P. S. I had signed this better, Sir, 
when I received yxmr's of th^ 17th. You. 
annex to it an estimate of an annnalsum 
of twenty thousand pounds sterling, 
which you deem indfepensable to me^ 
the expenditure of the estaUishment at 
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Longwood, after all the redddieiis hare 
been made which you have judged prac- 
ticable^ The discussion of this state^ 
ment cannot in any manner concern us. 
The Emperor's table is scarcely what is 
strictly necessary ; all the provisions are 
of bad quality, and four times dearer 
than at Paris. You ask of the Emperor 
a fund of twelve thousand ppunds ster-* 
ling, your Government allowing you only 
eight thousand pounds sterling for all 
these expenses. I have had the honour 
to tell you that the Emperor had no 
funds ; that for a year past he had not re- 
ceived or written any letter ; and that he 
was in complete ignorance as to what is 
passing or may have been passing in 
Europe. Transported; by. violence to 
this rock, 2d00 leagues distant, without 
the power of receiving or writing any 
letter, he now remains entirely at the 
discretion of the fioglish Agents^ The 
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Emperot has always desired, and doeH 
desire, to defray all expenses whatever 
himself; . and he will do so as soon as you 
will make it possible for )|im, by remor- 
ing.the prohibition imposed on the.mer-^ 
i^bants of the island, of forwarding his 
correspondence, and by ccHisenting that 
it shall not be subject to any inquisition 
by you or any of yoar agents. As soon 
as the wants of the Emperor shall bcf 
known in Europe, the persons who are 
interested concerning him, will send the 
necessary funds for supplying them. 

The letter of Lord Bathurst, which 
you have commanicated to me, gives rise 
to some strange ideas. Were your Minis- 
ters then ignorant that the spectacle of a 
great man struggling with adversity is the 
iublimest of spectacles ? were they ig- 
norant that Nitpoleon al St Helena^ 
amidst persecutions of all kinds, which 
he confront only with serenity, isgreat-

tr, mora sacred, more reoetMe^ tlutt 
on the first thnme in the world, whe^e he 
was so long the arbiter of Kii^ ? Those 
who in this position are wanting in what 
is dae to Napoleon, vilify only their own

LoAg;wood| 9th Sept 1816. 
GENERAL) 

I have received your two letters of the 
30th August; there is one of them which 
J have not . communicated. Count Ber- 
traad and mj^elf have h^d the honour of 
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telling yoii^ sev^rdi timed, ttiatw^eouM 
not take charge of sxiy thing whidi 
would be contrary to the august charae^ 
ter of the Emperor. You know better . 
than any one, Sir, how many letters have 
been sent from the Post-office to Planta- 
tion-House i you have forgotten that up- 
on the representations which we have 
made to you repeatedly, you answered^ 
that your instructions obliged you to let 
nothing go to Longwood, either letter, 
book or pamphlet, unless those articles 
had passed the scrutiny of your Govern- 
ment. A lieutenant of the Newcastle 
having been the bearer of a letter to 
Count Lascases, you kept that letter, 
but the officer deeming his delicacy com- 
promised, you transmitted it thirty day$ 
after it had reached this island, &c. .... 
We are sure that (mt families and oiir 
friends write to us oftfen ; hitherto we 
have received very few of their letter^. 
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But it is by tirtue of the same principle, 
that you this day disavow that you have 
retained the books and pamphlets that 
have been addressed to you, and yet you 
kept them. 

Your second lettef of the 30th August, 
Sir, is no answer to that which I had the 
honour to write to you, to remonstrate 
against the changes effected by you in 
the course of that month, and which de- 
molish all the bases of our establishment 
in this country. 

1. " There is no part of my written in- 
structions more definite, or to which my ^ 
attention is more pointedly called, than 
that no person whatever should hold any 
communication with (the Emperor) ex- 
cept through my agency." You give a 
judaical interpretation to your instruc- 
tions; there is nothing in them which 
justifies or authorizes your condiicti. 
Those instructions your predecessor 
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bad; you had them for three months 
previous to the changes which you effect* 
ed a month ago. In short, it was not 
difficult for you to reconcile your differ- 
ent duties. 

2. *^I have already acquainted (the 
Emperor) personally of this." 

3. ^^In addressing all strangers and 
other persons, except those whose duty 
might lead them to Longwood, m the 
first instance to Count Bertrand, (or ask- 
ing myself) to ascertain whether (the 
Emperor) would receive their visit, and 
in not giving passes, except to such per- 
sons as had ascertained this point, or 
were directed to do it, I conceive," &c* 

4. ** It is net, Sir, in my power to ex- 
tend such privilege as you require, io 
Count Bertrand, &c." 

I am obliged to declare to you. Sir, 1st, 
That you have communicated nothing to 
the Emperor. 2d. For more than two 
12* 
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iBonths joti have had no communication 
with Count Bertrand. 3d. We require 
of you no privilege for Count Bertrand, 
since I only ask a Continuation of that 
state of things which existed for nine 
months. ' 

5. « I regret to learn that (the Empe- 
ror) has been incommoded with the 
visits," &c. This is bitter irony. 
' Instead of endeavouring to reconcile 
your different duties, Sir, you seemed 
• determined to persist in a system of con- 
tinual vexations. Will this do honour to 
your character? Will it merit the ap- 
probation of your Govertiment and your 
nation ? Permit me to doubt it 

Several general officers, who arrived 
in the Cornwallis, desired to be preseat- 
ed at Longwood. If you had referred 
them to Count Bertrand, as you had hi- 
therto referred all strangers presenting 
themselves in the island, they .would 
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^ have been received. You have doubt- 
less your reasons for preventing persons 
of some distinction from coming to Long- 
wood; allege, if you choose, as you 
commonly do, the tenor of your instruc- 
tions ; but do not misrepresent the in- 
tentions of the Emperor. 

' The younger Lascases, and Captain 
Pionkowski were yesterday in the town. 
An English lieutenant accompanied them 
thither, and then conformably to orders 
existing until that day, left them at liber- 
ty to go and see what persons they wish- 
ed. Whilst young Lascases was talking 
with someyoimg ladies, the officer canie, 
and with extreme pain at being charged 
with so dasagreeiable a commission, de- 
clared that your orders were not to lose 
sight of him. This is contrary to what 
has taken place her^ofore. It would, I 
think, be proper that you should make 
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knofim iomlbe changes joa we cSbA- 
ing. This m liMrbiddii^ as every yisU to 
towDi and thos TMating your inslnie- 
tkms. Tet jov know that scarcely one 
ef die persons at Loi^;w<»od goes to the 
town <mce a mimth, and there is no cir- 
comstance whidi can anthoiiae yon to 
change the established order. This is 
carrying persetrntion yery far ! I cannot 
conceive what has occasioned yonr letter 
d the 8th of September; 1 refer, Sir, to 
ihe postscript of my letter, of the 23d 
Aognst The Emperor is ill, in conse- 
quence of the bad climate, and priya* 
tions of all kinds, and I bare not made 
known to him all the fastidious detaib 
that have been made to me on your part 
All this has been going on for two 
months, and should have been terminated 
long ago, as the postscript of my letter 
of the 23d August is explicit; it is now 
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kigh time that the tiling should be ended; 
but it appears to be a text from which to 
insult us. '

The Emperor desires, by the return of 
the next ship, to have news from his vnfe 
and his son, and to know if the latter be 
still living. He avails himself of 'this 
opportunity to reiterate and transmit to 
the British Government the protestations

wluch he bas made against tke nklta^ 
oieasareB adopted against hinL 

1. The GoTemment has declared hia 
a prisoner of war. The Emperor is not 
a prisoner of war* His letter to the 
Prince Regent, written and communicat- 
ed to Captain Maitland before going on 
board theBellerophonySofficientljproves 
to the whole world the dispositions and 
confidence which freelj conducted him. 
under the British flag. 

The Emperor had it in his power not 
to quit France, but bj stipulations that 
might have decided on all that related to 
his person ; but he disdained to mingle 
his personal concerns with the great in- 
terests with which* his mind has been 
constantly occupied. He might have 
placed himself at the disposal of the 
Emperor Alexander, who had been his 
friendt or of the Emperor Francis, who 
Was his &ther*]n*law. But, with the 



eonfidence which he had in the EngUfih 
nation, he wished for no other protection 
than the laws ; and, renouncing puhlic 
affairs, he sought no country, but that 
which was governed by fixed laws, inde- 
pendent of the will of individuals. 

2. If the Emperor had been a prisoner 
of war, the rights of civilized nations 
over a prisoner of war, are bounded by 
the law of nations, and terminate more- 
over with the war itself. 

3. The English Government consider^ 
iBg the Emperor even arbitrarily, as a 
prisoner of war, their right over him was 
then bounded by public right ; or indeed 
they might, as there was no cartel be- 
tween the two nations in the existing 
war, adopt towards him the principles of 
the savages, who put their prisoners to 
death. This right would have been more 
hcimane, more conformable to justice^, 
than that of transporting him to this 
frightful rock. 
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The death that might hare been giveii 
him on board the Bellerophon, in Ply- 
mouth roads, would hav« been compare.- 
lively a benefit 

We have travelled over the most 
wretched countries in Europe ; none of 
them is to be compared with this- arid 
rock, destitute of all that can render 
life supportable. It is calculated to re- 
new at every instant the anguish of 
death. The first principles of Christian 
morality, and that great duty imposed on 
jpian to follow his destiny, whatever it 
may be, can alone prevent him from ter- 
minating with his own hand so horrible 
an existence.. The Empevor glories in 
continuing to be superior to it. But if 
the British Government are to persist in 
their acts of injustice and violence, he 
will consider it fis a benefit'that they wil 
order him to be put to death.

Longvrood, July 8, 1816. 
OOVERNOR, * 

1 have had the honour to receive your 
letter. The Emperor having been tor- 
mented last night with rhetunatic pains, 
i could not communicate it to him until 
yesterday evening. He said to me--^ these 
are his own words—" That letter is writ- 
** ten with the intention of being amica- 
« ble. . . . That is a contrast to the igno- 
^ ble vexations that are daily ima- 
** gined. . . . That does not agree with the 
«* conversation* which I have had with 

* After this audience, the Emperor said, << I 
'^liaTe Jiadta do with men of siU countries; I 
13 
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<* Sir Hudson Lowe, and to which that 
•* letter relates. Of that conversation I 
^< retain only a painful remembrance, and 
^ a surmise of something sinister. This 
*^ island is very injurious to my health ; 
^ it is the most humid country upon the 
^ ekfib. They make it a study to render 
/ my abode in it still more unhealtiiy and 
L^ frightful.^' 1 have thought proper, Mr. 
Governor, to equal the confidence which 
you have been pleased to testify to me 
on this occasion, by not disguising to 
you the manner in which the Emperor is 
aflfected. He attaches only a very se- 
condary interest to what concerns lodg- 
ing, furniture, and matters of that kind: 
your Government, with the best inten- 
tions, cannot do any thing which shall 

" never saw any who had so bad a physiognonv* 
*^ and a more execrable oonversation. There is 
f' something sinister is aU this.'' 
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on this rock prevent us from eontkining 
td'feel the privation of articles of the first 
necessity. 

Longwoodis the most unhealthy part 
'of the island. There is no water^ no ve- 
getation^ no shade. It has never been 
possible to establish a kitchen garden 
there: the soil is parched ap by the 
wind : in conse<|uence this part of the 
island is wild and uninhabited. If the 
lEmperor had been settled at Plantation 
'House, where there are fine trees, water^ 
andgardenSr h«-vFe«ild Acre Iwtre been 
as well placed as this wretched country 
will allow. If you have any intentions of 
l>uilding, it would be preferable to do 
that in the cultivated part of the island ; 
in a place where there are trees, water? 
and vegatation. The idea of adding 
wings to the bad building of Longwood, 
would involve all kinds of inconve- 
niences. It would be enlarging a ruin, 
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and OGcasi^mifl^ for five or fiix months all 
the annoyance of workmen. Nothing is 
wished^ for at Longwood, but repairs- 
For two months it has rained into the 
rooms of Count Lascases and Baroti 
GrQuigaud, rendering those lodgings very 
onwholesome. There should be at 
Longwood a reservoir of water, to serve, 
in case of fire. The roofs are mostly of 
pitched paper; and a single spark might 
burn down the house. A great quantity 
of linen, and other ^efiects, have been 
r#adeced ufifilesft hyjthe jrats ; and for this 
want of wardrobes and drawers. The 
books, brought by the Newcastle, have 
been, for fifteen days, exposed to the 
same damage, for want of bookcases, 
or shelves, to place them on, &c. The 
simplest means of providing for all these 
little ivants would be, I think, to engage 
a master-ivorkman to make all repair^, 
whenever they are required, and also an 
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«pho1sferer, to look after the funuture 
and moveableis, of which the stores 
should be under his care. Tradesmen 
are the fittest persons for attending to all 
these details.

In pursttam^ of the conversations I 
have already had with you on the sub- 
ject of the expenses of the eg^ab^ 
IkluneBf at Longwood, I do mysdf the 
13» 
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honoor to acquaint you that haying used 
ail the efforts to effect a reduction in 
them without diminishing in any very 
sensible manner from the convenience or 
comforts of General Bonaparte, or any 
of the families or individuals that form 
his suite, (in which operation I am hap- 
py to acknowledge the spirit of concert 
with which you have assisted,) I am now 
enabled to transmit to you, for General 
Bonaparte's information, two statements, 
furnishing sufficiently precise data where* 
iOn to found a calculation of the probable 
annual expense, should matters continue 
on the same footing as at present estal>- 
Jished. 

The statement, No. I. has been fur- 
nished me by Mr. Ibbelson, head of the 
Commissariat department in this island ; 
the latter has been framed by my mili- 
tary secretary. 
. The instructions I have received fropi 
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the- British Governmeiii; direct me to li^ 
mit the expenditure of General Bona^- 
parleys establishment to £8000 per an- 
num; they give me liberty at the samie 
time to admit of any further expense 
beipg incurred,, which he may require 
as to table and so forth, beyond what 
this sum. would cover, provided he fur- 
nishes the funds whereby the surplus 
charges may be defrayed. 

I am now therefef e under the necessi- 
ty of requesting yoji would make known 
to him the impossibility I am under ot 
bringing, the expend of his household 
on its present establishment in point of 
numbers, within the limits prescribed, 
unless I make such a reduction un- 
der several heads as might naturally 
abridge from the conveniences which 
the persons around him now enjoy ; an4: 
having been already very frankly , in- 
formed by him as well as by yourself. 
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liiat he hfts at liis disposal in various 
parts ot Europe, means wherebj the 
extra or even the wliole expense maj be 
defrayed,* I beg leave to request being 
informed previous to attempting any 
further considerable reduction, and 
irrhich might prove inconvenient to him 
or the persons of his suite, if he is coiK 
tent such an attempt should be made, or 
if he is wilting to place at my command 
i»ufficient funds to meet the extra chaises 
which must otherwise be unavoidably 
mcurred.

vidual to carry communications, either 
written or verbal, except such as ate ad- 
dressed to, or made known to me, through 
the orderly officer at Longwood^ may 
tend to involve in the most serious con- 
sequences, those who shall become the 
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instrument of this conveyance; and I 
should hope this ccmsideration, with 
those I have before presented, will have 
its eflfect in preventing your recurrence 
in future, to any other chiemnel than the 
very safe and simple one which I have 
pointed out, and from which 1 cannot 
take upon myself to sufierahy deviation.

Letter from Count Bertrand to the Gover^ 
nor^ Sir Hudson Lowe. 

LoDgvroodi SOth September, 1817^ 
GOV^RICOR, 

I have made known to the Emperor, 
that you did me the honour to come to 
me the day before yesterday, (Sunday) 
that you told me some anxieties had been 
excited in you, respecting his ill health, 
imd tlmt as this was attributed to want 
of exercise, why did he not ride out on 
horseback ? 

I replied to you, what had been said 
in various circumstances, and I have the 
honour to repeat to you now, that the 
existence of the Elmperor, particularly 
for the last six weeks, is extremely pain- 
ful, that the swelling of his legs increases 
every day, that the symptoms of scurvy 
whi<^ had been remarked in his gumst 
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are already such as to occasion him al- 
most constantly acute pains, that the 
medical men attribute this to want of 
exercise, that even since the month of 
May, 1816, that is to say, for 17 or 18 
months, the Emperor has not been on 
horseback, has scarcely ever been out 
of his apartment, except sometimes, and 
yery rarely, when he came about 40 
toises, to visit my wife ; that you know 
perfectly well, what has preventied, and 
does prevent the Emperor from going 
out ; namely, the restrictions of the 9th 
October, 1816, which began to be put in 
execution six weeks after your arrival; 
that those restrictions contain, among 
others, a prohibition from speaking or 
listening to any person we may meet, 
and from going into any house ; this 
makes him think that your intention was 
to compromise^ him with the sentries, and 
to outrage his character. 

You have observed to me, that you 
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hare suppressed that part of the restric- 
tions, and such is the case. Admiral 
Malcolm on his return from the Cape, 
made some observations to you on the 
subject, and you decided on suspending 
them, which you did by your letter of 
the 26th December, 1816, three months 
afterwards. But you have several times 
insinuated, and you believe yourself au- 
thorized to re-establish them at any mo- 
ment, as well as others equally unreason- 
able. The restrictions of the 9th Octo- 
ber, 1816, contain other articles of the 
same extravagant nature, which are not 
suspended. Fresh restrictions which 
you made on the 14th March, 1817, 
prescribe that we are not to iq[uit the 
extent of a ro^d twelve feet wide. 
It would thence result, thiat if the Em- 
peror were to quit that road, or enter 
any house, the sentries might fire upon 
him. The Emperor ought not to recog- 
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nise snch ignoble trealmeiit. Several 
Englishmen of distinction, at present in 
the island, on that passage being read to 
them, ncA being fiMH|iminted with the re* 
strictions of Hie 9Qi Octob^, 1816, and 
of the I4th Mareh, 1817, reprbadied the 
Emperor for sacrificmghis health by not 
going oat; bnt as soOn as they were 
made known to them, (hey changed thdur 
opinion, and declared tiiat no man of 
honour could act difierently, and that, 
without pretending to comparie them- 
selves with him, they would in such h 
case have done as he did. 

I added, thai if you wished to consult 
the officers who are in this colony, there is 
not one among them who does not regard 
the restrictions of the 9th October, 1816, 
and those of the 14th March, 1817, as 
unjust, useless, and oppressive, and that 
aU, in the Emperor's place, would do as 
he did, holding such a conditional leave 
to go out, as an absolute prohibition.

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had in his society the officers and inhahi- 
tants of the island; that this order of 
things was not changed by an act of your 
Gorerniflent; that during those nine 
months, no inconvenience took place, 
and that nothing can have authorized 
you to substitute for an order of things 
so reasonable, that which you have es- 
tablished; that the Emperor would go 
out, ride on horseback, and resume the 
same way of life, if you would restore 
things to the state they were in at the 
time of your arrival ; that in defect of 
this, you would be responsible for the 
results of the restrictions of the 9th of 
October, 18l6,and the 14th March, 18i7, 
which you have no right to make, and 
which to the Emperor are equivalent to 
an absolute prohibition to quit his apart- 
ments. 

You told me. Sir, that the Emperor's 
room was too . small, that Longwood 



House was altogether bad, as you ha€ 
•declared it to be to your Government, 
that the Emperor having had a teot erect- 
ed last year because there was no alley 
where he could walk in the shade, you 
proposed to establish a soldier's wooden 
barrack near the house where the Emf- 
peror might take his walks ; I undertook 
to make knoWii to him your proposition. 
He considered this ofier as a mockery, 
(those were his words) and analogous ta 
the conduct pursued for these two years. 
If the house where he is be inconve- 
nient, why has he been left there for 
these two years, and why do not they 
give him one of those in the island, situ- 
ated in the midst of gardens, trees, shades 
and water ? Why leave him upon this 
uncultivated point, exposed to the winds, 
and having nothing that can coiitributf^ 
to the preservation of life. i 

Let me be allpwed. Sir, to point 6Qt to 
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your observation, tbal tf yoadanolnqr- 
pms therestrictioBsof tlie9tliofOctelm^ 
1816t andof the 14tbMai€li, 1817, and if 
jroQ do not re-estaUbb tiuoge as they 
were in the time of the Admird, the En- 
peror cannot go out He considers, ani 
will consider that deter^nation as a 
wilfingness on your part to occasion \m 
death. He is ^itireJy M yoor dispossL 
Youmake him die of sidkness; you can 
inake hiitn die of hungerj it woiild be s 
benefit if y<Ni would nake him die by « 
musketHshot. 

If you assemble the militery and naval 
officers of this place, and the principal 
officers c€ health, there is not one of 
them but will tell you that your restrk> 
tions are disgraceful, and that a man of 
honour should so<mer die than acknow^ 
ledge th^m; that they are o£ no a«^3to 
the security of the detention; that they 
areiHegal. The text of the Bill, and (be 
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8!^eh idfwjsc Minister caimot kave 
$BBf Uiid of doubt m tli» point. T\i6 
m^ical offictefs vfSA tell jou that thew 
m no more time to be io8t; tbat ill 
three or lour weeks peihaps it Mn& be 
too late; and although this great Prince 
be abandoned by fortune, and &ere is 
an open fieU for calumnies and libels in. 
Enrope, yet a cry of indi^tidh will be 
raised among aU pe<^]e ; for there are 
hetesevendhundreds of perSmis^French, 
En|^id2, and foreigners^ who ndB bear 
witness to all that has been done to put 
an end to the life of thisgreat man. 

I have. Sir, always q^esi to you to 
tius efiect, nu>re or less fordblyl I shall 
speak to you of it no more, for denials^ 
wbtilttea and angmente fure v^rj use- 
less. 

The question lies in two words; do 
yoii w do you not wish to IdQ the fibk 
peior ? If you pendst in your coiiduot * 
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jPOQ will yourself harb answered in tke 
affirmative; and unhappily, the object 
will probably be attained after some 
months of agony. 

Permit me, in concluding, to answer^ 
on the part of the officers who are with 
the Emperor, and also on my own, to 
your letters of the 26th and 29th July 
last. Sir, ymu niii^understa^d our cfaa- 
cacter: meniaces have no power upon 
us. For twenty years we have braved 
every dagger in his service* By remain- 
ing voluntarily at St Helena in the hor» 
rible situation in ivhich we are, and ^%* 
posed to <tbe strangest proceedings, we 
sacrifice to him more than our liveS'and 
those of our families. Insensible to your 
menaces and your insinuations, we shall 
continue to fulfil our duty ; and if there 
were any subjects of complaint against 
us before your Government, We do not 
doubt that the Prince Regent, Lord Li- 
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verpool, and so many estimable men who 
Ibrm it, would know very well how to 
appreciate them. They know the re- 
spect due to the holy ministration which 
we fulfil ; and even had we to apprehend 
persecution, we should adhere to our 
maxim, "Do your duty, come what 



may.
